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The Sew Exelae Law. 

The new excise Jaw passed by the re¬ 
cent Legislature goes Into effect on July 
4tb. The new law Is a mangled out¬ 
growth of the Bishops’ bill. There Is 
much confusion regarding the Interpre¬ 
tation of Its provisions. Tbs Citizens' 
Commutes of Crange, through Its chair¬ 
man, Joseph D. Holmes, has issued a 
circular setting forth the provisions of 
the new law as Interpreted by the legal 
advisers of that body: 

“The Bishops' bill provided that sll 
screens or obstructions to s dear view 
of the Interior of s saloon most be re¬ 
moved at sll times; that a saloon must 
he in a room on the street or In a base¬ 
ment, that It shall only be entered from 
the street, and not connected with any 
other room; the last provision not to 
apply to so Inn, tavern or rosfsorsat. 
Strangely enough the bill as enacted 
contains similar provisions. As to the 
screens, It provldee that the licensing 
body shall compel their removal at all 
hours when the sale of liquor is for¬ 
bidden by law, and may compel their 
removal at all other times, and the pro¬ 
vision for the removal of the soreeos and 
giving a dear view of the Interior le more 
specific and stringent than in the orig¬ 
inal or Klahope’ bill. The penalty for 
violation Is a revocation of the license, 
mad the violation la constituted keeping 
a disorderly house. Of course this means 
t$at on Sundays or eleetlon days or after 
IS o'oloek at olgbt the bar-room must be 
open to plain view from the street, and 
also that the licensing body may require 
such clear view at all times, as la now 
the law In Massachusetts. But oote the 
exceptions: The law applies In all 

eases (I quote), 'If not an Inn or tavern, 
or a hotel Having at least ten spare 
rooms, and beds for the accommodation 
of boarders, transients and travelers, or 
a restaurant where th&^buelneaa of fur¬ 
nishing meals to the pubilo for compen¬ 
sation Is regularly oarried on, and which 
restaurant le oondocted and operated on 
mote than one floor or story of the build* 
ing where sueh business Is oarried on, or 
a picnic or recreation ground, or a build¬ 
ing with a bowling alley, or a building 
entirely occupied by a regularly organ¬ 
ised olub or association.’ In the above 
exempt e s s es the law dose not apply, 
either as to screens or to liquor being 
served In the bar-room only. No prohi¬ 
bition occur* as to the side entrances, or 
as to baok rooms,except that liquor may 
not be sold or served therein.’*
